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Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of claims 9-20 (Group II) in the reply filed on 4/4/2006 
is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the claimed apparatus is intended for use 
only with zinc metals. This is not found persuasive because it has been well settled that the 
manner or method of use of an apparatus (in the instant case, the use of the apparatus of claims 
9-20 for the processing of zinc) cannot be relied upon to fairly further limit claims to the 
apparatus itself See MPEP 21 14 and MPEP 2115. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 1-8 have been withdrawn fi-om further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 
4/4/2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9-20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Each of instant claims 9-20 is allowable over the cited prior art at least because none of the cited 
prior art shows or fairly suggests a skimming processing unit including each of a multi- 
chambered housing with a connecting conveyor and an agitator including a plurality of paddles 
as required by each of independent claims 9 and 19.
